Philadelphia Items. 
The sixth quarterly business 
meeting of the Brethren oburch 
of this city was held last evening, 
July 10th. 

This being the off season in 
city religion there was not much 
business of an aggressive nature, 
but there were a number of re- 
ports received of the work of the 
last three month, wbich showed 
healthy activity. The pastor's 
support is well maintained even 
if we were poor, and is paid 
weekly without exceptions, an 
example country churches would 
do well to copy* 

The Woman's Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor reported and 
turned over twenty-five dollars 
into building fund. By the way 
the above society is ready to 
work with the general society as 
soon as it is regularly organized 
and the object clearly stated as 
to its particular department ol 
Christian work; in the meantime 
Brethren^ 1 i* working directly for our 
church building fnnd. 

The Progressive . Cleaners a 
a society of young people also 
turned over twenty-five dollars 
into the same fund. 

The pastor also made a full 
report of his work direct in the 
same direction since the organi 
zation of the church, which made 
a very favorable showing and 
bespeaks great energy on his 
part. 

The Charter committee had 
the Charter present for the 
necessary signatures, which 
means that very soon there will 
be a regularly incorporated 
Brethren church in Philadelphia, 
which will be the brat by that 
name on the Court records of 
this city. 

The names of brother aud sis- 
ter Abraham Detwiler, of Kidg- 
ley, Maryland, were presented 
for membership and heartily re- 
ceived. This will no doubt be 
the nucleus of a Brethren church 
at that place. 

By way ot retrospect I will 
state that we are now eighteen 
months old as a church. The 
running expense of our church 
and Sunday school is at least one 
hundred dollars per month. All 
thiB has has been met and be- 
sides, the resources of the build- 
ing fund amount to over eight 
hundred dollars to date. This is 
simply the financial record ; the 
moral spiritual results I cannot 
measure, but may be at Borne 
other attempt to show bow far- 
reaching our little work is, to en- 
courage others that msy be as 
timid as we were before we 
started. 

While our efforts have been 
successful so far, the accumula- 
tions ol the necessary funds to 
build our much needed church 
are slow. At the rate that we 
have been working it would take 
us at least five years more to se- 
cure a sufficient capital to com- 
mand in the open money market 
the amount necessary to build. 
We must have the ground paid 
for ae security before we can 
borrow to build. Is there not a 
brother or sister somewhere (or 
several together,) that will loan 
us about six thousand dollars 
and take a mortgage for the 
same and give us the privilege 
of paying, say five hundred dol- 
lars a year on accounts, and in- 
terest on the investment? Of 
course we can raise that annual- 
ly without oripling our business 
interests. I speak thug plainly 
on this matter because there is 
not one member of oar church 


that could take one thousand 
dollars from his business without 
serious results. But some of us 
are engaged in small, bat lucra- 
tive businesses and we are able 
and willing to appropriate a part 
of our income to the cause of the 
church every year. Any one 
possessed of means that is ac- 
quainted with God and his way 
ot doing business, would not 
consider it a great risk to give 
the needed help.
